The Grand Rapids Ordinary 
preached a sermon on the saintly 
Bishop of Geneva at the seminary 
_mamed in his honor here. His ad- 

dress was given on the eve of Cath- 
olic Press Month and 99 years to 
the day after the opening of St. 
Francis de Sales Seminary. 


In his talk, Bishop Haas recalled 
that when St. Francis went te the 
Chablais region south of Lake 
Geneva in 1594, the hatred of the 
citizens was obvious. Converted to 
Calvinism, they refused to hear 
him preach. “But his ingenuity as- 
serted itself.” Bishop Haas said. 
“In effect he said: ‘If they will not 
come to me, I will go to them.’ ” 
This he did by addressing small 
leaflets to them. 

The Bishop went on to say that 
in sending out leaflet after leaflet, 
and advertising them on billboards 
on the streets, St. Francis won the 
curiosity of the heretics. But later, 
he said, “they became deeply inter- 
ested until finally they yielded the 
assent of their minds.” 

The Saint was -not an “ivory 
tower theologian.” however, AC: 
cording to Bishop Haas. “Ignorance 
in 2 is more to be feared than 

because by it one not only 
loses oneself, but dishonors and 
degrades the priesthood,” the Bish- 
op quoted him as saying. 

This exhortation, which St. Fran- 
cis made to his clergy, applies in 
our own day as well, Bishop Haas 
declared. “Who will seriously deny 
that Harvard and Yale and state 
universities have been allowed to 
become leaders of thought, and 
‘that the Catholic clergy have all 
too much allowed themselves to 
trail behind?” he asked. “What a

Deliberately, to keep our thoughts away from 
death, every reflettive person will agree. is most 
foolish, because there is nothing more certain than 
death, nothing more uncertain than the manner in 
which it will come to us. Yet on the condition of our 
soul at the time of death our entire eternity will de- 
pend. 

Ashes are a Symbol of penance. We read in the 
Old Law how people and even kings did penance in 
“sack cloth and ashes.” 

Lent is a penttential season of forty days institu- 
ted back in Apostolic times to imitate the forty days
